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Weather and Conversation. 


The wcatbor since early in January 


has formed even moru prominently than 
usual one of the great staples of con- 
versation. 
Seldom have the persons 


•whoso retnnrks in company are mostly 
confined to the subject of meteorology 
had more to sny. 
And, indeed, the 


people who commonly take little inter- 
est in the ordinary discussions about 
atmospheric phenomena, and a:e dis- 
posed to consider them as rnthcr a bore, 
have of late folt it incumbent oil them- 
selves to devote to these topics an un- 
wonted amount of remark and attention. 


\Yhttever may be said in regard to the 


comforts or discomforts of our change- 
abls climate, it certainly possesses one 
great advantage. As a thenio of conver- 
sation, it has in no part of the world any 
superior. An equable temperature liko 
that of tte Sandwich Islands, or some 
parts of California, may be agreeable on 
certain accounts: but it is sad;to reflect 
on what must be the sufferings of the 
inhabitants 
for want 
of 
something 


to talk about. Even here, and even 
during a period so favoreblo to so- 
ciability 'as the. past winter, there 
is sometimes a 
degree of 
unifor- 


mity in the weather which occasions con- 
siderable f jffi'-ulty in starling a conver- 
sation. After having hoard the icmark 
that "it is a terribly cold day," and that 
"we/have not had so severe a winter for 
many years; if ever before," repeated 
forty or fifty times a week for five or six 
weeks, the "interest at first takc-u by the 
auditor in the observations naturally be- 
gins to slightly flag. Still, with the 
snow-storms, and the ice iu the harbors 
and rivers, and the condition of the 
streets, we qet aloug admirably. 


The establishment of the Government 


weather signals and reports was a dis- 
astrous blow to social intercourse. Be- 
fore the days of that unhappy inuo%-a- 
tion. whenever fiiend met friend ft dis- 
cussion of from five to fifty minutes in 
regard to what the weather was going to 
be daring the next twenty-four hours 
was sure to follow. In the present de- 
generate state of nft'uirs, all this is done 
away with, and observations on the sub- 
ject are usually limited to an ineffectual 
attempt on the part of each individual 
to get off the opinion of "Old Probabili- 
ties" in a manner which would indicate 
that it had originated in his own brain. 
Formerly—and it is melancholy to re- 
flect upon how brief a period has elapsed 
since those delightful days of primitive 
simplicity—there w.is a class of men, 
wise of countenance and important of 
demeanor, whose principal business ap- 
peared to be the v. Iterance of meteor- 
ological predictions, and whose conse- 
quence WES in nowise diminished in 
their own eyes, or those of their neigh- 
bors, -by the circumstance that in a 
majority of cases their prognostications 
turned out to be wrong. 
This class has 


been scattered, like old-fashioned stage 
tlrivtrs vanishing before ;\ railroad, and 
the place ihey filled in society has not 
been supplied. The ' 'Office of the Chief 
Signal Officer,'' at Washington, is a good 
thing in its way, no doubt; so are rail- 
roads. But in a social point of view, 
the quiet, modest-looking man that con- 
trols the movement of the engine bears 
no comparison with the monarch of the 
post-coachbox. 
But. notwithstanding the diminution 


of conversational opport unities occasion- 
ed by the innovations of' 'Probabilities,'' 
the weather stillretainsitsformer promi- 
nence as a means of promoting sociabili- 
ty. \Ve ara glad that it does. Any in- 
nocent subject with which a conversa- 
tion may be started is valuable, no mat- 
ter Low much or how little the informa- 
tion obtained or given by it may be 
worth. 
V>"e are getting too much m the 


habit, when strangers or those slightly 
acquainted meet, of looking and acting 
as if each one expected the other to pick 
his pocket. To be sure, financial mis- 
foitnnes of that sort do sometimes occur 
from imprudent sociability with stran- 
gers, and should, therefore, be properly 
guarded against. Bnt, making due Bl- 
Idwance for this, there is no need of 
people who accidentally meet being so 
much afraid of speaking to one another 
as is often the case. The proper medium 
iu regard to such matters is, wo know, 
very difficult to define; but the tendency 
to the kind of reserve of which we are 
speuking has, we think, been of late 
years increasing; and it may, at least, be 
seriously questioned whether in great 
numbers of instances, it is not carried 
much too far.—A7. Y. Paper. 


Electric Whistlers for Locomotives. 


The plan has 
been 
satisfactorily 


adopted on|Bome of the French railways, 
of having a stationary electric battery 
blow the whistle of ail approaching lo- 
comotive, in case'tha road is not clear, 
Without the engineer having to give any 
attention to it—that is, the obstruction 
at the depot starts the steam whistle on 
every approaching locomotive, when the 
train is still far enough away to slacken 
speed and stop. This system, it appears, 
has now been in successful operation for 
a year, on one of the principal railways 
in France, faithfully informing the en- 
ginetr whether the iray is clear or not. 
The sina! tender turns a disk, and 
sends aW oieetric current in the direction 
of the coming train to a bar that is 
placed between the rails; when the en- 
gine reaches the spot, a metal brash, 
placed between the wheels, sweeps the 
bar—the current passes to the engine, 
and, by means of an electro-magnet, 
presses upon a lever which opens the 
steam-whistle, thus making it blow 
automatically. 
This arrangement is 


found to be very useful at night, and os 
peciftlly during a fog.

Wo might cut off the army, the 
nary, the Interior Department, and to o 
Tery great extent even the judiciary, 
without one citizen in a thousand real- 
izing the difference except in a reduction 
of iis burdens. But what would we do 
•without this great postoffice system, 
with its ramifications along every road, 
through every town, and into every 
hamlet in the land. One thrusts a let- 
ter into a box on a street corner, and, 
without any more thought on his part, it - ~-^—^ ot Uw 
is carried to its destination wherever it "*" 
may be. A small package may be for- 
warded with equal celerity »nd certainty; 
and by the postal order system money 
may bo remitted with almost an impos- 
sibility of loss. Nor is this all. Though 
such a duty is not prescribed by law, 
the Postoffice Department is in reality 
s grand beneficent intelligence agency. 
If a wife wants tidings of her husband, 
or a father of his children, in tho ab- 
sence of friends tho Postmaster is 
always the one written to. 
Not a day 


passes but a dozen letters of this kind 
are 
received at the San Francisco 


office. If the motives for request- 
ing the information are good, these 
letters 
are 
always 
carefully 
at- 


tended to, each one entered in i book, 
•ad the answer promptly recorded. A 
letter comes, for instance, frou a de- 
serted wife, asking intelligence of her 
husband who left her years ago to come 
to California, and from whom stc has 
not heard for a long time. The letter is i 
at once referred to the proper clerk, who j 
can tell whether the man bearing the 
name mentioned comes for his letters to 
the box window or whether they are de- 
livered to any address. If such a person 
is found he is sent for and acquainted 
with his wife's inquiries, or intelligence 
•that he is in the city is forwarded to her. 
In many casa this has resulted in the 
re-nnion of families long geperated. As 
for Ihe promptitude, the exactness, and 
the carefulness of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, considering the vast extent of tho 
network, ths millions and millions of 
letters, cards, bundles ant1 papers which 
are handled and carried, these are simply 
marvelous. 
Btit one tniiKj remains to complete the 


lenffits which the postal service renders 
to the people, and that is. to permit it to 
take advantage of the grand invention of 
telegraphing. With a postal telegraph 
every postoffiee would be a telegraph 
station, every letter box a dispatch re- 
ceiver, and every carrier a dispatch de- 
liverer; for a stamp of a few cents a 
mes- 
sage could be sent at any time fuim one 
end of the country to the other, a.nd the
